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grateful for the opportunity which has been 
given tell you something about the program 
which want try make mental health more 
part routine health department services this 
State. You are, feel, interested knowing what the 
rationale this program is, what some our think- 
ing is, and how are planning about it. 
From the standpoint who are the state 
staff, you are probably the most important people 
helping get such program underway. For 
think desirable that you have some information 
our problems and the state plans, which are 
various stages formulation. 


THE TREATMENT SITUATION 


Let first discuss the various meanings the 
phrase, mental health, that understand what 
kind mental health effort are talking about. 
One kind mental hygiene effort which people 
think what called ‘‘the treatment situation.’’ 
this usually mean the care patients mental 
hospitals, care children homes for the mentally 
deficient, care children who have been judged delin- 
quent, and the establishment community mental 
hygiene clinics for the treatment children and 
adults. This kind mental health work are all 
familiar with, because this now established way 
providing remedial service.

child relationship. the State California, the 
Department Mental Hygiene has been given the 
responsibility for the development this type pub- 
lic mental health care. 

addition being responsible for the adminis- 
tration and medical care the state mental hospitals, 
this department also develops and staffs community 
mental hygiene clinics. There are two these 
now operation the State—Langley-Porter Out- 
Patient San and the Los Angeles 
Mental Hygiene Clinic. Others, you know, are con- 
templated, and there are bills before the present Legis- 
lature which are seeking funds for the establishment 
more 

When think mental hygiene terms this 
type care, anyone who has passing knowledge 
the structure and function these mental hygiene 
quickly appreciates that care 
this type extremely expensive. This because the 
highly trained personnel—psychiatrists, psychologists, 
social workers—who have work together team, 
and because the relatively large amount time spent 
with each patient referred. The furthering the devel- 
state, therefore, has thought about relation 
certain limiting factors:

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Furthermore, when look the problem broadly 
recognize another kind limitation this kind 
mental health care; mental hygiene clinics gen- 
eral rule accept only those patients who have already 
reached the stage their illness which disturbing— 
not only themselves but their families, neighbor- 
hoods, and communities. Even community had 
enough funds and all the personnel needed, and 
could set many clinies thought were needed, 
the supply applicants for treatment these clinics 
probably would still continue increase reason 
the fact that more and more people would educated 
their use. Even more important, the community 
probably would making little effort attempt 
reduce the need for the use these becomes 
apparent, then, that there are other directions which 
efforts toward improving the mental health com- 
munity may directed. 


INCIDENCE EMOTIONAL ILLNESS 


need not tell you, who know first-hand experi- 
ence your jobs, that the incidence emotional illness 
among our people very widespread. Many figures 
the propaganda the past few years tell you such 
things that probably one out every babies born 
will spend some time his life mental hospital. 
You have also seen statements the effect that roughly 
percent patients coming doctors’ offices have 
many their symptoms result emotional ill 
health. Our program the State Department Health 
has been undertaken with the idea discovering 
there not significant contribution the health depart- 
ment might make reducing the suffering that 
accompanies this high incidence emotional disorder 
our population. 

talking about our program, have used the 
phrase ‘‘preventive mental health program.’’ Let 
define more clearly what mean this, for have 
discovered experience that are prone think 
very hazily about this concept prevention mental 
illness. may surprise you, but actually 
cannot today honestly say that know how 
prevent mental illness per se. There are many theories 
the cause mental illness. part, some 
these theories have been somewhat substantiated, 
but there yet, must admit, one theory 
personality development and behavior which 
infallible and which will explain every type 
behavior way that the doctor and layman can 
accept and understand. did have such theory, 
would eagerly used within very short period 
time, and taught all our medical schools, colleges, 
and even grade schools. Medical practitioners and 
psychiatrists, psychologists and social scientists are, 


however, collecting facts. your communities, 
doubt, there are many individuals who are intimately 
with the planning for, collection, and inter. 
pretation data about personality development which 
will enable plan more confidently for the preven- 
tion mental illness. 

constantly keep mind the limitations 
our knowledge, will then cautious about how 
much propaganda spread about. many cases the 
friends mental hygiene have been overly enthusias- 
tic, and have unintentionally done the movement harm, 
Dr. Freeman, writing this subject the 
Americal Journal Public Health 1938 says, ‘‘The 
friends and proponents mental hygiene have 
obscured the real importance the subject their 
overenthusiasm and the putting propaganda far 
advance 


PREVENTION MENTAL ILLNESS 


for this reason that myself very cautious 
the use the term ‘‘prevention mental 
Actually, you see, not know that can pre- 
vent it. One successful course treatment child 
guidance may may not prevent mental illness 
later life. saw that all babies were breast- 
fed and cuddled their mothers, accordance with 
one prevalent theory child development, would 
still have assurance that such activity would 
reduce the incidence mental illness later life. But 
what can say, however, that giving greater 
attention the relationships between mothers and 
children can help people handle potentially incapaci- 
tating emotions when they are very early stage 
development. can thereby promote better health, 
and probably many individuals may enabled 
handle their emotional problems living such con- 
structive way that their suffering may reduced. 
this sense can say that mental health may 
promoted. 

with this aspect the mental health program 
that the Health Department are mainly inter- 
ested.

sion, health officers, and public unquestioned respon- 
sibilities the health department. 

public health know that with the family 
that must constantly think when undertake 
render medical care and its adjunctive services 
pretty well accepted that emotional 
security for the young child largely dependent upon 
the nature the relationship between himself and his 
mother, later between himself and both parents and 
siblings, and then between himself and other people 
the world. those who have with public 
health services mothers and young children can pro- 
mote the soundness and healthy strength their rela- 
tionship, seems that are promoting the 
better mental health both mother and child and 
family. 

Consequently, what the doctors, pediatrician, and 
nurse about such things breast feeding, thumb- 
sucking, toilet training, and eating problems, become 
extremely important. this statement, not mean 
imply that the mere act breast feeding lack 
harshness toilet training, use examples, are 
all-important themselves. What adds immeasur- 
ably their importance that around these 
developmental experiences that mother-attitudes and 
the nature mother-child feelings and family con- 
flicts show up. Breast feeding one way conversing 
with the personality new-born baby that can 
understand. doctor nurse who able and willing 
talk with mother about breast feeding can learn 
many things about how she feels toward her baby and 
what emotional capacities the mother has for helping 
her child grow emotionally. 

The prenatal presents tremendous opportuni- 
ties for doctors and nurses practice simple psycho- 
therapy. Any pregnant woman has many questions 
she wants ask her obstetrician. Because lack 
time, and sometimes because unwillingness 
professional people recognize the importance time 
for conversation, too many women are frustrated 
asking questions their doctors which are important 
them. Fears deformity their babies, death, 
and almost anything, are part every pregnancy 
and some women need help handling these fears. 
Often, when help not the disturbing 
emotions seem contribute difficult labor, unusual 
amount vomiting, irritability, and other discomforts. 

Children afflicted with orthopedic conditions, whose 
illnesses limit their opportunity for the usual socializa- 
tion activities children, need special care helping 
them adjust their handicap. Their long periods away 
from home and family, during hospitalization, makes 
for additional strain during their growth. 

will continue have great discoveries the 
way drugs, new surgery, and new applications 


nuclear physics medical treatment. What need, 
too, are newer and practical concepts the emotional 
aspect general medical treatment. What called 
the doctor-patient relationship or, also, the Art 
Medicine, are subjects only mentioned medical 
schools and medical society meetings. Psychiatry 
has taught there method and technique these 
entities; there are facts that can taught and 
learned about this important aspect medicine. They 
need not left haphazardly discovered the 
reward many years experience. 

Too many professional people look upon the subject 
psychiatry unfathomable mystery. There 
ample reason for this. The subject psychiatry, 
taught professional schools today, presented 
specialty. Its language, its confusion theories, and 
until recently its isolation from the rest medicine, 
all tended make the student think almost every 
patient that has emotional problems should referred 
psychiatrist. The student, when confronted 
such patients, usually defeated, for immediately 
wishes there was psychiatrist psychologist nurs- 
ery school teacher who had some time take this 
troublesome problem. To, use another example, the 
nurse, when confronted patient who breaks into 
tears the course professional conversation, 
becomes alarmed, feels inadequate, and thinks only 
terms sending the patient immediately psychia- 
trist. 

Key figure though the mental health situa- 
tion, the psychiatrist not the only answer the 
problem. seems the health department that 
the people who are now giving general medical services 
our families can also make important contribu- 
tion mental health. 

How can make start giving our health 
workers understanding that their way giving 
service important as, and some medical situa- 
tions more important than, the giving drugs? This 
the essence our problem the first years our 
program. What are the kinds knowledge that 
tors, nurses, and social workers could use help them 
giving this added kind medical care? Psychiatry 
ean contribute much our professional staff members 
who have had special training psychiatry, 
that all will feel more competent handle the emo- 
tional part illness their patients and the same 
time recognize their limitations this. 


POSTGRADUATE EDUCATION 


What our program the State Health Department 
first will try supply postgraduate edu- 
eation this field. all need know that there 
scientific technique listening; all need under- 
stand better that our own personalities are instru- 


‘ 
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ments which are powerful therapeutic tools; all 
need know more the mechanism which psychiatry 
has developed and studied what called ‘‘the inter- 
personal ‘‘the doctor-patient relation- 
ship’’ the ‘‘transference.’’ Most difficult all, 
have recognize that when use our own personali- 
ties therapeutic tools there are shortcomings and 
gaps and sensitive areas which are reflection our 
own personal biases and attitudes. These need 
brought acceptable and constructive way for 
re-evaluation. all need know more about the early 
symptoms the more serious mental illnesses, that 
can refer these patients quickly psychiatrist 
for expert help, and, just important, need 
know how prepare patients accept psychiatric 
treatment. 

These are some the things need learn. How 
can teach them make this subject matter 
part the daily service the doctors and nurses? 
felt that the older techniques teaching are not 
sufficient. Something must added them which 
will touch the personality the nurse the doctor and 
the worker the clinics, that there personal 
change and re-evaluation part himself pro- 
fessional giver services. The ordinary lecture and 
seminar fall short this goal, for the participant too 
passive these forms education. must discover 
ways instruct which will fit with conditions 
find local health departments and which are adap- 
table the degrees readiness the doctors and the 
nurses the accept them. The work will 
slow and nonspectacular. The only drama the situa- 
tion will that which individuals suddenly realize 
that they have become better nurses and physicians 
because such instruction and self-growth, will 
not expect see results can record statistics the 
next year two. 


LOCAL PROGRAMS 


applying our program local departments 
public health realize that there are certain practical 
considerations, from the health officers’ standpoint, 
especially, that must accepted. realize that the 
institution mental health program the health 
department should not this time increase the admin- 
istrative burden such department. this mean 
that one cannot now ask nurses and physicians already 
overburdened assume new duties. accept the 
reality that every health department working under 
pressure patient load and decreased staff. 
But also know that overburdened staffs want feel 
they are growing skill, professional knowledge, and 
emotional maturity. frustrate the staff this 
invite rapid turnover personnel, time when 


least want this happen. our conviction that 
mental health program embodying the points have 
talked you about will direct benefit you also, 
your positions administrators. 

Our philosophy approach based upon the fact 
that people learn only much they want to, and 
learn proportion the amount effort they them- 
selves expend upon their learning. recognize, 
therefore, that some local health departments are more 
ready for mental hygiene educational efforts than are 
others. local health department ready, will 
see the value urging nurses take advantage 
stipends obtain training mental health and men- 
tal will give extra time for staff in-service 
education. Likewise, must health department 
that offers good basic public health services its com- 
munity. Since the mental hygiene program only 
part its general services, follows that health 
department has limited basic service can only have 
limited opportunity for the practicing mental 
hygiene part its service. 

There are number ways that mental health can 
become part public health program. One way 
being tried the Berkeley Public Health Department. 
The health officer has been able hire part-time 
basis physician trained pediatrics and child psy- 
chiatry conduct child health conference and 
give consultation and in-staff training. has found 
such effort within the possibilities his 
budget. There are ways which psychologists, good 
psychiatric social workers, good nursery school teach- 
ers can make contribution health department 
staffs. The State will position help train 
individuals the field mental health added 
your staffs. 

you see, are the beginning something. 
effective, must joint effort; and likewise, 
reach the people, the program must local pro- 
gram. see our function effort help your 
staff grow professional stature and help you 
more satisfyingly care for the people your

Acting request Dr. Edward Lee Russell, 
Health Officer Orange County, the Mosquito Control 
Section the State Department Public Health has 
recently completed preliminary survey Orange 
County determine the need for mosquito abatement 
district. 

result the survey, was concluded that 
county-wide mosquito abatement district for Orange 
County sound and desirable. 

Among the significant points which lead this 
recommendation was the fact that there has been 
total six reported cases malaria since 1940, two 
eases human encephalitis, and cases equine 
encephalomyelitis. The known malaria vector Cali- 
fornia, Anopheles freeborni, occurs limited part 
Orange County and the chief encephalitis vector, 
Culex tarsalis, one the common mosquitoes. 


THE CASE “THE BIG PACKAGE” 


The Bureau Food and Drug Inspections recently 
proved the wisdom that old proverb warning you not 
judge book its cover—or package raisins 
and walnuts the size its container. 

Inspectors quarantined sizeable amount raisins 
and walnuts put one-ounce lots. The reason for 
this drastic step was that the carton which was used 
was only half filled, constituting attempt deceive 
the purchaser. 


EXIT SOFT LIGHTS 


check the lighting and sanitation restau- 
rants and cafes Los Angeles County was recently 
made county sanitarians series night and 
Sunday inspections. 

The investigations were accordance with ordi- 
nance recently passed the Los Angeles County Board 
Supervisors requiring that public eating places must 
have minimum lighting intensity foot-candles 
all parts the room where food prepared 
utensils are washed, and minimum lighting intensity 
three foot-candles the room where food served. 


LEGISLATURE APPROPRIATES $100,000 


The Legislature has passed and the Governor has 
approved appropriation $100,000 augmenta- 
tion the 1945 Budget Act used for medical 
hospitalization, appliances and convalescent care 
for physically handicapped children.

There still very great need, however, for better 
coordination between such local classes, the local 
children’s special cerebral

and Southern California. Some this coordination 
will achieved the plan which the Bureau Mater- 
nal and Child Health following giving training 
the Cerebral Palsy Center Los Angeles physical 
therapists who will working local areas. First- 
hand experience with the work being done the school 
and the center with children who have cerebral palsy 
should much bring about under- 
standing the over-all picture the part the physi- 
eal therapists, who are subsequently local areas. 

the State Department Education 
field staff staff conferences the State Department 
Public Health and frequent joint conferences 
between the state departments involved are also part 
the plan increase coordination. 

addition, the bureau planning release 
the orthopedists who conduct crippled children’s 
diagnostic more complete information 
ing the facilities the state program for children 
with cerebral palsy.

developed school districts Sonoma, Solano, Ala- 
meda, San Mateo, San Luis Obispo, Ventura, Los 
Angeles, and San Diego Counties. staff being 
developed Riverside with physical therapist 
assigned when she has completed her training.

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SCHOOL HEALTH SERVICES ACT 1947 
INTRODUCED CONGRESS 


Establishment ‘‘a national policy under which 
American children should not permitted grow 
with physical mental defects which could 
prevented corrected being sought 
under terms bill, 1980, introduced into the 
United States Congress Representative Evan How- 
ell Illinois. 

Known the ‘‘National School Health Services 
Act 1947,’’ the measure would establish new 
grants-in-aid program assist the states establish 
and develop school health services for the prevention, 
diagnosis, and treatment physical and mental 
defects and conditions school children. Special atten- 
tion would given the correction defects and 
conditions likely interfere with the normal growth 
and development and educational progress children. 


STATE PLANS 


Under provisions the bill would necessary 
for state prepare plan and have approved 
the Chief the Children’s Bureau before becoming 
eligible for federal funds. Each state would free 
determine how desires provide school health serv- 
ices, although the plan submitted would have include 
certain provisions. The plan must 


Provide for out the purposes the 
measure specified the bill. 


Provide for availability the health services 
all children need them without regard 
race, color, nationality. 


Provide that with respect the treatment 
physical and mental defects and conditions, spe- 
cial consideration must given rural areas 
and localities suffering from severe economic dis- 
tress. 


Provide that such school health services must 
utilize and develop, insofar feasible, the quali- 
fied health, medical, dental, and hospital 
facilities already established each community. 


STATE ADMINISTRATION 


Administration the state plan for services would 
the state health agency, the state education 
agency, jointly the two agencies. The plan would 

Another provision the bill with regard state 
administration calls for the designation state advis- 
ory committee which must include representatives 
nongovernment organizations groups, state agencies 
with health, education, and child welfare, 
and the public large. 


FEDERAL ADMINISTRATION 


Federal administration the proposed program 
would the Federal Security Administrator 
through the Children’s Bureau and with the advice 
School Health Services Board and National 
Advisory Committee School Health Services. The 
services the Office Education would used 
matters involving state education agencies and mat- 
ters pertaining the training and supervision 
school personnel. 

Included the School Health Services Board 
would the Chief the Children’s Bureau, the Sur- 
geon General the Public Health Service, and the 
Commissioner Education. 

The National Advisory Committee School 
Health Services would composed members 
appointed the Federal Security Administrator. The 
members would representative the fields health, 
education, child welfare, and the large. 

FINANCE 

The bill authorizes appropriation $12,000,000 
the first year, $18,000,000 the second year, and for 
each succeeding year much may necessary 
carry out the purposes this legislation. Allocation 
the funds patterned after that used Title 
the Social Act. 

One-half the funds made available for the states 
would apportioned: $20,000 each state and the 
balance the basis the number children each 
state between the ages and 17, inclusive. These 
funds must matched state and local funds. 

The other half the funds available would 
apportioned according the financial need each 
state for assistance carrying out its plan after tak- 
ing into consideration the number children between 
the ages and 17, inclusive. 

Ten percent the sum appropriated each year, 
$2,000,000, whichever greater, would available 
the Children’s Bureau for administration, demon- 
strations, and training personnel for state and local 
school health service. 

The bill has been referred the House Committee 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce. 


The annual report the Public Health Serv- 
ice for the Fiscal Year 1945-46 now available from 
the Government Printing Office, Washington 25, D.C., 
for cents.
